a brief news flash stating that 

a special stamp was to be is- 

sued for the Wright Brothers, 
pioneers of aviation. Since that date 
but meagre details have been avail- 
able, yet further announcement was 
made by our paper and we again make 
this statement. 

In the meantime other publications 
deny the stamp and Mr. Wylie takes 
a gentle slap at both our publication 
for printing the statement as well as 
at the Wright Memorial Committee 
at Dayton for daring to offer to ad- 
vertise something that they knew 
about regardless of whether Mr. 
Wylie and his man Friday, who cov- 
ers the Washington news for Mekeels, 
knew about it or not. 

Our readers who know what hap- 
pens now and then will remember 
that Linn’s Weekly Stamp News an- 
nounced the late Webster stamp 
about two weeks ahead of any other 
publication and even before the Post- 
office Department announced the 
stamp, in fact we were told after we 
had announced the stamp in our col- 
umns that the Postoffice Department 
stated that such a stamp was not to 
be issued, but we all have it in our 
collections. 

The latest information on the forth- 
coming Wright Brothers stamp is that 
the stamp is to be an airmail stamp. 
It is intended that it will be a five 
cent stamp. The reason for this is 
that the present administration of 
the Postoffice Department recognizes 
the folly of the previous administra- 
tion in advancing postal rates and 
that it is proposed to put the air mail 
rate back on the 5c basis. This will 
doubtless carry with it a reduction to 
2c postage on ordinary letter mail. 

December 17 is the date of the first 
actual flight by the Wright Broth- 
ers. If the change in rates comes late 
enough to tie up with this date then

that will be the date of issue of the 
new 5c Wright Airmail Stamp. If 
the change in rates comes far enough 
ahead of the December 17 date then 
the new Wright stamp will appear 
at an earlier date, the date when 
the change to the lower rate becomes 
effective. This new Wright stamp will 
become the new permanent issue, 5c 
airmail stamp. The stamp will bear 
pictures of the Wright Brothers, 
Wilbur and Orville. 

Such is the present schedule, the 
present plan. If it happens differ- 
ent that will be because of change 





of plans and changing of plans is 
—— over which we have no con- 
trol. 


Collectors are requested not to write 
the department at Washington re- 
garding this new stamp. Such news 
as is available and as is ready for re- 
lease by the Department will be 
printed from time to time and no 
good can come from bothering Post- 
office Officials over a matter about 
which they will tell you no more than 
we tell you here. Be patient, the 
stamp is on the way. 





Two Stamps To Be Issued For 


Exposition 


at Chicago 





Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley on March 21, approved the de- 
signs for the one and three cent 
stamps which are to be issued to com- 
memorate the Chicago Century of 
Progress Exposition which opens 
June 1, next. The designs were pre- 
pared at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing and were sent to Mr. Far- 
ley’s office today. 

The one cent stamp will be green 
in color and will contain a replica of 
Fort Dearborn with the old stockade 
pictured thereon. It will be horizont- 
al in shape and the same size as the 
regular one cent stamp. 

The three cent stamp will be pur- 
ple in color and will depict the Ex- 


position administration building on its 
face. 


There will be an initial printing of 
200,000,000 of each of the one and 
three cent stamps and they will be 
printed on rotary presses. 

While no definite date has been 
fixed when these commemorative 
stamps will first be issued, it is ex- 
pected that they will be offered to the 
public not later than the first week 
in May. 


They will first be placed on sale at 
the post office at Chicago, and at 
other post offices throughout the 
country just as soon as production and 





distribution will permit.

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Bury the Dead ; 


he recent tragedy at Long Beach 

and surrounding California cities 

recalls to mind the great earth- 

quake that all but destroyed the 

city of Lisbon in Portugal in 
1755. Stamp collectors should be fa- 
miliar with that catastrophe because 
it gave fame to a man whose portrait 
appeared on a Portuguese postage 
stamp in 1925. 

Many of the world’s misfortunes 
have afforded the opportunities needed 
to develop national leaders and out 
of the great quake at Lisbon stepped 
a man who was to become the power 
behind the throne of King Joseph. 
Sebastiao Jose de Carvalho e Mello, 
Marquis of Pombal, was that man. 

That part of Lisbon that was not 
reduced to wreckage by the shivering 
earth was swept by tidal wave and 
fire. Thirty to fourty thousand resi- 
dents were killed and the property 
damage passed $100,000,000. The 
shock was so severe it was felt from 
Scotland to Asia Minor. 

The Marquis of Pombal was secre- 
tary of state and he immediately 
plunged into the work of reconstruc- 
tion. “Bury the dead and feed the 
living” was the command of the man 
of action. Just as he had reorganized 
the financial structure, the educational 
system, the army and the navy of 
Portugal, so he guided the reestablish- 
ment of the city. Yet his triumph 
was comparatively short lived for af- 
ter the death of the king he was 
forced to leave the court and had it 
not been for the death of the queen 
mother Mariana Victoria, his bitter 
enemy, his days probably would not 
have ended peacefully. As it was, 
the marquis was forbidden to ever

The Perf. 11 Playing Card Stamp

the C. P. C. Co. cancellation both in 
perf. 11 and perf. 10 and remarks 
that it is thus evident that a few at 
least of the stamps certainly were 
perforated 11. We all know of the 
few varieties of recent postage issues 
that came with various odd perfora- 
tions and which are now among the 
scarce varieties and it is evident that 
this Playing Cards stamp must have 
come about in the same manner. 

Mr. H. W. Holcombe of New York 
also confirms the Perf. 11 variety and 
states that he has seen it both with 
handstamp cancellation in violet and 
with black printed cancellation. All 
copies seen are with the C. P. C. Co. | 
cancellation.

Proclamation of Peace Com- 
memorative Stamp 





Third Asst. Postmaster General, 
Washington, March 14, 1933. 


Postmasters and employees of the 
Postal Service are notified that the 
department is preparing a_ special 
postage stamp in the 3 cent denomi- 
nation to commemorate the one hun- 
red and fiftieth anniversary of the 
issuance by General Washington of 
the official order containing the proc- 
lamation of peace marking officially 
the ending of hostilities in the war 
for independence. 

The stamp is the same size as the 
regular issue, seventy-five one hun- 
dredth by eighty-seven one hun- 
dredths inch in dimensions. The stamp 
is inclosed in a narrow double-line 
border and is printed in purple ink. 
At the top of the stamp in a narrow 
panel with solid background and or- 
namental ends are the words “U.S. 
Postage” in white Roman. Under- 
neath this panel in three lines is the 
inscription “Washington’s Headquar- 
ters Newburgh, N. Y., 1783-1933” in 
small dark Gothic lettering. The cen- 
tral design is a representation of the 
Hasbrouck House at Newburgh, N. 
Y., used as headquarters by General 
Washington at the time the proclama- 
tion was issued. The Hudson River is 
pictured at the left of the house and 
in the background are ranges of hills 
following the course of the river. In 
the lower right corner of the central 
design is a large tree with rocks and 
plants around the base. In the op- 
posite lower corner is a cannon partly 
hidden by shrubbery. In front and to 
the left of the house is a staff bear- 
ing a flag representing the first stars 
and stripes. The large numeral “3” 
in dark Gothic is inclosed within a 
shield-shaped panel with light back- 
ground at the center of the lower 
edge. On either side of the panel

containing the denomination numeral 
is a ribbon with folded ends bearing 
the words “three” on the left and 
“cents” at the right. 

The proclamation of peace com- 
memorative stamp will be first placed 
on sale April 19, 1933, at the post 
office in Newburgh, N. Y. The stamp 
will be available for sale at other 
post offices as soon as production will 
permit. For the benefit of stamp col- 
lectors the new commemorative stamp 
will be placed on sale at the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
Washington, D. C., on April 20, 1933. 
The agency will not, however, pre- 
pare covers for mailing on that date. 

Postmasters at direct and central- 
accounting post offices may submit 
requisitions to the department on 
Form 3201-A, indorsed for identifi- 
cation purposes “Newburgh,” for a 
limited supply of the new commemo- 
rative stamp. Postmasters at district- 
accounting post offices may obtain a 
small quantity of the proclamation 
of peace stamp by requisition on the 
central-accounting postmaster, with 
remittance to cover the value of the 
stamps desired. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the proclamation of 
peace stamp may send a limited num- 
ber of addressed covers, not to exceed 
a total of 25, to the postmaster, New- 
burgh, N. Y., with a cash or postal 
money order remittance to exactly 
cover the value of the stamps re- 
quired for affixing. Other postage 
stamps will positively not be accepted 
in payment. 

Covers will be accepted from in- 
dividual subscribers only, and each 
cover must be properly and legibly 
addressed. Special care must be taken 
when addressing covers to bear blocks 
of stamps to allow sufficient clear 
space for attaching of the stamps and 
impression of the postmark. Com- 
pliance can not be made with unus- 
ual requests, such as for the affixing 
of stamps bearing plate number or 
for the irregular placing of the 
stamps on the covers, ete. 

Requests for a supply of uncanceled 
stamps of the new commemorative 
issue should not be included with or- 
ders for first day covers. Such stamps 
when desired for mailing purposes 
should be purchased at the local post 
office. Stamps of selected quality 
needed for collection use may be ob- 
tained on mail orders to the Phila- 
telic Agency of the department.

How do precanceled stamps rate as com- 
pared with the same stamps used in the 
ordinary way? If a stamp lists at 30c used, 
what is its value if precanceled? 

In any case it is worth as much as the 
ordinary used one. In many cases it is worth 
more, but that depends on the place of issue. 
From New York and other cities that use 
large quantities of precancels the stamps are 
common and have no special value. From 
“hard to get’? places they command all sorts 
of premiums. For instance, at the club the 
other night a pair of 9c Bi-Centennials pre- 
canceled from an out of the way place sold 
for 35c. 

Used precancels are, of course, considered as 
postally used stamps, although they bear no 
other postmarkings. 


Where is the line drawn between a classic 
and an ordinary stamp? 

Man dear, this column is getting technical 
or technocratic or sumpin. There are different 
opinions. Some hold that a classic is a rarity 
issued before about 1880. Others that any 
real rarity is a classic. Dictionary upholds 
both, for “classic” is defined as of the finest 





class, while “classical literature” pertains to 
old Greece and Rome. 

I hold that the 10c Baltimore, such stamps 
as the 9 kr. green Baden error, and the 24c 
Air Mail invert are classics. 


Where is the line drawn between a major 
and a minor rarity? 


I should say that a major rarity is a rarity 
of the regular type. A minor rarity to me 
is a rare stamp with the minor differences 
specialists have run down, like the types 2, 3 
and — the lc 1851, shifts, double printing, 
etc., etc. 


Is there such a thing as a standard color 
chart? 

One is published in England and a couple 
in our own home land, but they differ among 
themselves, so what the dickens can a poor 
collector do? I dunno, except use his judg- 
ment and ask his best versed brother collec- 
tors. 


What are booklet panes? Where can full 
rolls of coils be obtained, and how many 
stamps are there in a roll? 

Booklet panes are blocks of 6 stamps from 
the little booklets sold at postoffices. The dif- 
ferent panes have wax paper between so the 
stamps can be carried in the pocket without 
getting stuck together. (The Lindbergh 10c 
Air Mail stamp is also made up in a 6lc 
booklet containing two panes of’ 8 stamps 
each. They are for sale at the Agency.) 

Rolls of coil stamps run from 500 to 3,000 
stamps. For sale at large postoffices and also 
at the Agency.
